Messages from San Francisco and other 
places speak of a McAdoo boom in connec- 
tion with the Democratic Convention for 
the nomination of a Presidential ¢andi- 
date. 

The Resolute has been chosen to defend 
the. America Cup against Shamrock IV, 
The first race has been fixed for July 15th. 


On Saturday ‘three hundred and twenty 
holders of the Victoria Cross were enter- 
tained by the King and Queen at a garden 
party at Buckingham Palace. 

At the meeting of the British Medical 
Association at Cambridge on Saturday a 
resolution was passed that medical prac- 
titioners should not, without the patient's 
consent, disclose ‘information obtained 
from the patient in the efercise of their 
professional duties.

Lord French unveiled on Saturday in 
Belfast a memorial to the men of the 


Ulster Division who died in the war, and | 
another to Belfastmen who were lost with | 
the Titanic. 

The Countess of Dudley was accidentally 
drowned while bathing at Rosmuck, Conne- 
mara, on Saturday. 

A general and two Army colonels, while | 
in a fishing We's in County Cork on Satur- 
day night, were seized by armed men and | 
carned off in motors. One of the officers. | 
who tried to escape, was shot and badly 
wounded. The general was taken to an 
unknown destination. 

Early on Saturday morning one hundred 
armed men broke into Shgo Jail and 
liberated a Sinn Fein prisoner who was 
awaiting trial there. 

Armed men attacked Borrisokane Police 
Barrack on Saturday night and set it on 
fire. The police defended the building, 
and remained in possession until the 
raiders had withdrawn.

lreland’s Need. 


Viscount French's speech at a luncheon 
in the Belfast City Hall on Saturday will 
be read with approval by all sensible Irish- 
men. His Excellency visited Belfast in 
order io unveil a memorial to the officers 
and men of the 36th Ulster Division who 
fell in the war, and to the men of Belfast 
who perished in the Titanic. There may 
be Irishmen who are more skilful diplo- 
matists than Viscount French, but there 
is none who is more honest and sincere. 
His spirited defence of the Irish Guards 
proved—if proof were needed—that he is 
an ardent patriot, and his speech is 
marked by an earnest wish for Ireland's 
peace. The Viceroy does not despair of 
his country. He pays a fine tribute to the 
spirit of its people, and believes that in 
the end of ends sanity must triumph over 
madness. Nevertheless, he is keenly 
conscious of the dangers to which Tre 
land has been exposed by the folly 
of fanatics. He pays Sian Fein the 
compliment of believing “it to be 
“earnest and single-minded™ in its pur- 
pose; but declares, with the greatest 
emphasis, that its purpose never can be 
achieved. “It cannot be too clearly 
known , . . that the Government will 
never, under any circumstances, listen to 
any proposals either for the establishment 
of an Irish Republic or for the coercion 
of Ulster.” The adherents of Sinn Fein 
would do well to ponder these words. For 
almost a year an organised tampaign of 
crime has been in progress throughout 
Ireland. Brave men have been murdered 
in cold bleod ; property has been destroyed 
with ruthless design, and public opinion 
has been paralysed by a terror. The Irish 
Republicans declare that they are in a 
state of war with the British Empire, 
Thus they seek to justify acts which can-

Empire into fury. Early yesterday morn- 
ing Brigadier-General Lucas, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Danford, D.S.0., and Colonel 
Tyrrell, of the British Army, were 
retiring to bed in a little fishing 
hut on the River Blackwater when they 
were sea eg by a gang of armed men. 

ese officers, who were on holiday, were 
unarmed, and probably had just returned 
from a days fishing, They were 
“arrested ” in the name of the “ Krish 
Republic’’ at the pistol’s point, and 
carried off in their own motor-car towards 
Cork, On the journey Colonel Danford 
made a brave bid for liberty, He jumped 
out of the car and tried to escape. The 
motor-car halted, and fire was opened on 
Colonel Danford, who fell to the ground 
very badly wounded. (he raiders then held 
a hurried council of war, decided to leave 
Colonel Tyrrell to tend his wounded 
comrade, and drove off with General Lucas 
to “ an unknown destination.” This latest 
outrage must convince even the most 
sceptical Englishman that Ireland is in a 
state of open war. Clearly these three 
British officers had no idea that they were 
in an “enemy.” country, otherwise they 
would not have exposed themselves to such 
a risk. One of them, a gallant soldier, 
now lies dangerously wounded in Fermoy. 
Another, a Brigadier-General, is in cap- 
tivity. Does Sinn Fein realise the effect 
that this news will have on British public 
opinion? Does it recognise what will 
happen to our unfortunate island if the 
British people accept its. thallenge of 
war? Surely there must be some common- 
sense in the minds of the most fanatical 
Irishmen. If the British Empire were to 
take them at their -word Ireland would be 
a shambles in a week, 

There never was a moment in Irish 
history when the-outlook was so dark as it 
is 4o-day, There. never was such a need 
for sanity among our people, and never 
such alack of it. The duty of the Govern- 
ment is obvious. It must protect the lives 
and property of the King’s subjects and 
enforce respect jor the law. Viscount 
French assured his andience in Belfast 
that the Government was determined that 
thé Irish people should enjoy “the same 
protection and the same peaceful privi- 
leges as the people of any other part of the 
United Kingdom.” He added that it 
would not hesitate to employ all the forces 
at its disposal to attain that end, shoald it 
be “forced into the use of drastic 
measures.’ There is no doubt whatever 
that the Government can put a speedy 
end to the terrible campaign of crime in 
Ireland; but every Irishman who loves 
his country must shrink in horror from 
the prospect of more bloodshed and logs of 
life. There is an alternative, and we 
appeal to our countrymen of every party 
to apply it without further delay. The 
Irish people can save their country if they 
make up their minds that these mad 
crimes must cease, and exert every effort 
to prevent them. Ireland has been allowed 
to drift long enough. Last week's carnage 
in Derry gave an. indication of what 
sinister forces are at work throughout the 
country, The British Government does 
not Want to wage war against Sinn Fein.) 
but, unless a halt is called, it soon will 
find itself without an alternative. This is 
no time for pelitical passion or sectarian 
strife. Recriminations are useless in face 
of an appallmg calamity; Ignoring 
differences of Opinion, therefore, we urge 
all Irishmen to count the cost of per- 
sistence in the-present campargn of provo~ 
cation. Our country already is on the 
verge of social and economic ruin. One of 
our cities has known a week of civil war, 
and, if fanaticism gets iis way, every 
village in Ireland will feel the shock of a 
conflict with the mighty forces of a world 
Empire. While there is still time, then, 
our people must pause ; for there is just 
time. 


The American Elections. 
With Governor Johnson and Mr. 
Herbert Hoover both pledged to support

forthe United States Presidency, the elec- 
tion next November is almost a foregone 


conclusion, .. The Republicans, normally, 


have a considerable majority over the 


| Democrats at the national hustings, and 


it is only a cleavage in their own ranks 
that in the past has lost them, or in the 
near future willlose-them, the Presiderty. 
In choosing Senator Harding the~Repub- 
lican Party has reverted to the traditional 
policy of electing a nonentity for Presi- 
dent : the able leaders. of the party remain, 
in the language of Lord Chief Justice 
Coke, “ lions behind the throne.” . I¢ was 
the accident of President McKinley's 


massassination which gave Theodore Roose- 


velt his opportunity, In 1912 the Repub- 
licans tried to -peverj.4o the nonentity 
tradition by concentrating on President 
Taft, who had proved himself to be one, 
not by any- lack of ability or intellect, but 
by reason of his complacence and party 
loyalty. At the same time, the Demo- 
crats rejected their nonentity, Mr. Champ 
Clarke, and nominated Mr. Woodrow 
Wilson. In 1916 the Republicans, 
instead of reverting tv ihe nonentity 
policy, chose for their candidate the able 
and forceful Mr. Justice hughes, He was, 
however, loo much of a personality to 
please the Californians, and they assisted 
the Democrats in returning President 
Wilson for a second term, With Senator 
Harding the Republicans have got back 
to the “safe and sane” régime of the 
McKinley days, and they regard the elec 
tion as being as good as won. In these 
circumstances interest in the Democratic 
Convention tends to be more or less 
academic; and it centres about the plat- 
form rather than about the candidates. 
The only candidate of outstanding ability 
or force of character is Mr. Davis, the 
present American Ambassador in London, 
whose nomination is not ixnpossible, 
Governor Cox, is a sound man, as Ameri- 
can politicians-~go, of about the same 
calibre as Senator Harding. The chance 
of his carrying Ohio against Mr. Harding 
provides his strongest claim to “the 
nomination. It is thoyght that Mr. Bryan 
may try to get the nomination at the 
eleventh hour, and that President Wilson 
may seek election for a third term. Neither: 
would have any considerable chance of 
success. Meanwhile interest in the Demo- 
cratic platform centres largely about the 
resolution, certain to be proposed, of sym- 
pathy with Irish Republican aspirations. 

The United States are wearving a little of 
Mr. de Valera, who seems to have outstayed 
his welcome. A streng Irish independence 
plank might prove to be, after all, a vote- 
loser. On the other hand, polite expres-

The Countess of Dudley, 


lt is with sincere regret that we 
announce the death of the Countess of 
Dudley, which occurred on Saturday 
afternoon under most distressing cir- 
cumstances. Larlier in the day the 
Countess had arrived at Screede Lodge, 
County Galway, to spend a restful holi- 
day among the people whose welfare lay 
so close to her heart, After lunch 
she decided to go for a bathe, and on 
entering the water she swam vigorously 
for a few minates, Suddenly her attendant 
noticed that she seemed to be in diffichl- 
ties. Before help could reach her Lady 
Dudley had disappeared below the surface, 
and when the body was recovered. all 
attempts at resuscitation failed. The news 
of Lady Dnadiey’s tragic déath will 
cause deep sorrow in all parts of Ireland. 
Beautiful, accomplished, and keenly sym- 
pathetic, she held a high place in the 
affections of every class. During the three 
years when her husband held the office of 
Viceroy the sick poor were her constant 
care, She organised and financed a 
scheme fcr providing district nurses, 
which has conferred great benefits upon 


the country, and every agency for the]. 


relief of suffering found in her a warm 
supporter. In the discharge of her social 
duties she showed infinite tact, and it is 
safe to say that no Vicereine has won a 
greater measure of popularity. Ladyy 
Dudley's interest in Ireland was deep and 
abiding, and her sad death has robbed the 
country cf a friendswhom it ill can spare 


Professional Secrecy. 


At the meeting of. the British )[edical 
Association on Saturday the opinion was 
recorded that “the medical practitioner 
should not, without his patient’s consent, 
voluntanly disclose information which he 
has obtained in the discharge of his pro- 
fessional duties.’’. A keen controversy has 
raged on this subject for many years, but 
this is the first time that the Association 
has had it under serious consideration. 
No doubt, there are cases involving certain 
diseases or the-possibility of crime in which 
it would conceivably be the duty of the 
doctor to use his discretion, but on the 
broad principle -that confidence between 
doctor and patient should be preserved 
there can hardly be two opinions. It 
‘seems anomalous that this branch of 
medical etiquette should have no legal 
sanction in the United Kingdom; but, so 
long as the medical profession retains the 
high semse of honour that has always 
characterised it, the law on the subject, 
from the practical point of view, is almost 
immaterial. At the same time, it is desir- 
able that that legal theory and popular. 
practice should harmonise, The advocates 
of secrecy at the conference argued that 
there is no reason why the relations be- 
tween patient and doctor should not 
correspond with those of solicitor “and 
client.

WATER SUPPLY TO BE 


MAINTAINED. 


The strike pickets of the Dublin Corporation 
employés were on duty on Saturday outside the 
City Hall. With reference to the statement o! 
the Lord Mayor that it had been determined to 
secure the maintenance of the Dublin water 
supply, the members of the Strike Committee 
point out that the water in the Stillorgan 
Reservoir is at present only 24 inches below the 

ill, while it hae frequently been 5 feet below 
without involving any reduction of the city 
supply. The Strike Cammittee have no mten- 
tion of interfermg with the light or water, and 
state that in the event of any emergency aris- 
ing regarding the latter they will at once 
exempt the engineer and superintendents of the 
waterworks from the strike, in order that they 
may deal with the matter. Dr. Ruagsell, As- 
sistant Medical Officer of Health, has been 
given permission by the Strike Committee to 
deal with any cases of unsound meat at the 
abattoir. It has been intimated that the South 
County Dublin and Bray branch of the 
National Union of Manicipal Officers (Ireland) 
will support the Dublin officials during the 
strike. Sir Charles Cameron, Medical Officer of 
Health, visited the offices of the Strike Com- 
mittee on Saturday, and spent some time in 
consultation with the officials.

Vast crowds gathered in the neighbour- 
hood of Buckingham Palace yesterday to 
watch the arrival of tae V.C.’s attending 
the King’s garden party. It was wa im- 

ressive procession, and it was witarssed 

y a remarkable crowd. It was obvious 
that the people who flocked to see the 
heroeg were net actuated by ordinary sight- 


seeing curiosity, but by a deeper emotion 


resulting from a desire to pay honoar to 
those: to whom honour was 

Sir Dighton Probyn, Comptroller of 
Qaeen andra’s Household, who won 
the V.C. as a captain of the Punjab 
Cavalry in the Indian Mutiny, sixty-two 
years ago, was the first to be presented to 
the King, and was followed by the heroes 
of all the cam s down to the great 
war of 1914. The first V.C: of the late 
war was Captain Dorrell, who won it in 
September, 1914, at Nery ; and other out- 
standing heroes of the early days of the 
fighting who were easily recognised by the 
public were Lieutenant Michael O Leary, 
who captured a German trench single- 
handed ; Lieutenant Holbrook, the first 
naval V.C. of the war, whose exploits at 
the Dardanelles in December, 1914, will be 
recalled ; and Driver Drain, who saved the 
guns at Le Cateau. 

The report of a battle between Serbs ana 
Montenegrins “on the historic plains of 
Kossovo ” must be received with caution. 
At least, if it has occurred, the Monte- 
negrins, ‘arid not the Serbs, must have been’ 
the aggressors, since Kossevo lies outside 
the confines of Montenegro. But the pro-. 
bability is that the whole story (which 
comes from Podgovitza, via Cattaro and 
Rome), is an exaggeration of one of these 
local conflicts which are always occurring 
in thé Balkan Peninsula. 

Lord Curzon recently in the House of 
Lords demurred to the suggestion that 
Serbians and Montenegrins were at war 
with one another, and said that his reading 
of the situation was rather that there were 
disputes, between two sections. of Monte- 
negrins—the niajority supporting the 
scheme for Yugo-Slav union, and the 
minority in favour of King Nicholas. 

The. second reading of Lord Monteagle’s | 
Dominion of Ireland Bill in the House of 
Lerds has been put down for Thursday 
next. Lord Muskerry has given notice of 
his intention to call attention on Wednes- 
day to the Agricultural Wages Board for 
Ireland and to move for papers. | 

Colonel Ashley will ask the Prime 
Minister on Tuesday whether, in spite of 
the announcement by the Government that 
persons comvicted of offences in Ireland 
who go on hunger-strike must face the 
consequences of their action, there has 
since April been a further release of six- 
teen such prisoners. 

No date has yet been fixed in either 
House for the debates on the Amritsar 
disturbances and the action of General 
Dyer. These are likely to turn to a large 
extent on the conflicting statements of Mr. 
Montagu and Sir Michael O'Dwyer as to 
the date at which the Secretary of State 
for India first became aware of the details 
of the shooting. Mr. Montagu has stated 
that “ those things came to me as a shock 
when I read them in the newspapers. ” 
Sir Michael O’ Dwyer’s assertion is that 
on June 30th, 1919, he had a long inter- 
view with ‘the Secretary of State “during 
which we went over alÍ the main facts of 
the outbreaks at Amritsar and elsewhere, 
and discussed General Dyer’s action in 
detail, including the Jullianwala Bagh and 
the “ crawling order.’ 

Whatever the outcome of the debate in 
Parliament, I do not think that it is likely 
to affect the opinion held by the vast 
majority of Anglo-Indians, that General

Dyer's action saved the situation, and that 
he ought not to be made a scapegoat. 
The rumours that, in spite of all that has 
happened, Mr. Montagu cherishes an 
ambition to succeed Lord Chelmsford as 
Viceroy of India, seems to me quite in- 
credible. The only thing more credible 
would be the Prime Minister's endorse- 
ment of it. 

Mr. Lloyd George has alre Ay made one 
rather hazardous experiment in appointing 
Sir Herbert Samuel to be High Commis- 
sioner of Palestine. No one doubts Sir 
Herbert s ability or his desire to hold the 
balance evenly between his co-religionists 
and the Mahomedans who will come under 
his sway. But the fact remains that a 
Jew is at « disadvantage in - dealing 
authoritatively with the mixed races of 
the East. At any rate, the Prime Minister 
would be well advised to see how Sir 
Herbert gets on in Palestine before he 
thinks of appointing his cousin to the iar 
more difficult post in India. 

lt is possible that before long another 
post may be o which would satisfy Mr. 
Montagu’s ition equally well without 
risking the British Raj in India. I refer 
to the Chancellorship.of the Exchequer.

1 hold no brief for Mr. Chamberlain.

duty imposed by Mr. MeKenna in 
deference to Labour clamour as, perhaps, 
the gravest financial blunder of the war. 
It has probably cost the country, directly 
and indirectly, far more than ihe igantic 
sums that it has brought into the Ex- 
chequer. But, all thesame. I do not think 
it is fair to saddle the Chancellor per- 
sonally with the responsibility for its con- 
tinuance. 

Finance is the hand-maiden of policy. 
If any one person is responsible for the 
necessity of drawing these enormous sums 
from the tax ayers, it is the Prime 
Minister, who has chosen before we have 
liquidated the enormous foreign commit 
ments arising out of the war—the Rhine.
